general assembly, Governor Talmadge 
Thursday signed the bill putting the 
election of judges of the Atlanta mu- 
nicipal court before the people, ap- 
proved a new general tax act which 
will net approximately $2,000,000 a 


year to the state, and vetoed two 
school bills, one providing for a seven- 
term for all common schools 
and another providing for free text- 
books. 

Governor Talmadge Thursday sign- 
ed the bill giving a special appropri- 
ation of $1,000,000 over a period of 
three years to the Board of Regents of 
the University System for improve- 
ments anc additions to the units of the 
system. One-third of the total, $333, 
333. will be made available this year 
and it is expected the regents will gef 


their plans under way immediately. 


The special appropriation is the out- 
growth of a controversy between the 
regents and the governor. ‘The former 
wanted t, borrow $2,000,000 from the 
loan 
which the governor opposed. The re- 
gents withdrew the loan application 
when the governor agreed:to sponsor 
the special appropriation. 

In addition to the $333, 338 made 
available this year, a like amount will 
be paid to the board in 1936 and 1937. 

With his work completed, the gov- 
ernor announced he was “going to 
the cquntry for a few days’ rest.”

Long Dispute Ended. 


The signing of the bill ends one of 
the longest political wrangles in Ful-

Restricted diets need not be dull. 
Even if it is Lent and some of us are 
limiting our menus, yet we can make 
them flavorful and zestful. 

The difference between inspired 
cookery and ordinary food ig often 
just a slim margin ingenuity in sea- 
soning—or a novel combination cre- 
ating new flavors, With three piquant 
helpers and a bit of taste any woman 
can put sparkle in her: cooking and 
in the eyes of those who eat it.

A heavy dessert served at the end 
of a generously proportioned dinner is 
not entirely in keeping. with good 
taste.

Are Used in State Annually 


At least 4,200,000 gallons of corn 


liquor are manufactured and consum- | 


ed annually in Georgia, statistics om 


State sugar sales in the offices of R. | 
E. Tuttle, district supervisor of the | 
alcohol tax unit, indicate. | 

Under a joint resolution adopted by | 
congress in June, 1934, sugar refiners | 
are required to report daily shipments | 
into Georgia, thus giving alcohol tax | 


unit operatives an accurate check on | 
the amount of sugar consumed, either | 
for domestic purposes or in the manu- | 
facture of whisky. | 

Tax unit records show that approx- 
imately 35,000,000 pounds of sugar, | 
both granulated and brown, are sold in 
five southeastern states, including 
Georgia, each month. Of this, it is 
conservatively estimated that Georgia 
uses in excess of | 
monthly. 

It is assumed that half of the 7,000.- 
000 pounds is used for domestic pur- 
poses, leaving 3,500,000 pounds for the | 
use of moonshiners in the hills and 
swamps of Georgia. It ia known that: 
10 pounds of sugar are required to 
produce one gallon of whisky, which | 
would mean that 350,000 gallons of | 
corn liquor are manufactured every 
month in the state. 

Multiplied by 12, it likewise is ap-. 
parent that 4.200,000 gallons of “corn” 
flows from Georgia stills every year. | 
And that is sufficient to supply every | 
man, woman and child with a gallon | 
of liquor annually and then have 
enough left over to take care of Ari-| 
zona and Wyoming. 


Very little of the whisky produced | 
by Georgia moonshiners leaves the'| 
state, 95 per cent of it being consumed 
in Georgia, according to Mr. Tuttle. 

“Practically all of the corn liquor 
made in Georgia is consumed here.’ 
the tax unit executive declared Thurs- 
day. “Where stills are located near 
the borders of the state, some of it is 
shipped out, as in the case of Chatta- 
nooga, but it is only a drop in the! 
bucket compared to the home con-| 
sumption.’ 

Tax unit officials were unable to | 
estimate just how many stills are oper- | 
ated in the state, admitting that as'| 
fast as one is raided another springs | 
up to take its place. | 
So relentless has the aleohol tax unit | 
been in its effort to halt the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor on which 
government taxes have not been paid, 
that the prices of “corn” in the At- | 
lanta district have advanced at least 
50 per cent in the last two months, | 
according to reports, 

“We are informed that moonshiners | 
are now receiving from $1.20 to $1.40) 
a gallon for their liquor, as compared | 
to SU cents.a gallon they were getting | 
Jast’ December,’ Mr. Tuttle said. | 
“Furthermore, the price to liquor ped- 
diers in Atlanta has jumped to around | 
$2.50 a gallon, the highest it has ever 
been.”’ 

The resolution adopted by congress | 
nm year ago has been of inestimable aid 
to the tax unt in tracking down moon- 
shiners, it was said. Under this reso- 
lution, wholesalers are required to re- 
port daily on every person purchasing 
100 pounds or more of granulated 
sugar, brown sugar, or beet sugar. 
They also must report the purchase 
at one time of 250 gallons or more of 
molasses, or five pounds of yeast, 100 
pounds of malt or 250 gallons of sugar 
syrup. 

Such reports must contain the name 
and address of the purchaser, and 
through the reports investigators are 
able to determine what persons are, 
purchasing sugar or other ingredients | 
used in the manufacture of corn 
liquor.

CROCKFORD CLUB, NEW 
YORK, N. Y., March 28.—We had 
just reached our high water mark for 
the match so far and the Culbert- 
sons were leading the Simses by 
5.500 points, beginning the twenty- 
eighth rubber of this battle of the 
century, when the Sims team bid and 
made a non-vulnerable grand slam 
and reduced our lead to 2,530 at quit- 
ting time this afternoon.

News Behind the News 


By Paul Mallon 


GLASSES WASHINGTON, March 28.—Some of those sharp- 

sighted Wall Street seers could use some new glasses. 
As they always see it, the only business in this country is making 
steel and the other durable goods. 

Statistics of these industries are stressed so much that you 
rarely see any others played up or adequately considered. Conse- 
quently, when steel started slipping a few weeks ago, the stock 
market went down with it, and the general impression is broadcast 
that the whole national spring business rise has gone flooey. 

If you look at a balanced chart of business statistics, you can 
see, without any glasses, that such a viewpoint is slightly out of 
focus. 


RANGE The government's private chart of business shows that 
factory employment, wages, carloadings and department 

store sales have shown a constant extra-seasonal improvement in 
the past three months. Even building contracts have improved in- 
consequentially and prices have remained stable. 

The only decline has been in industrial production, and this 
is due to the decline in steel, more than anything else. 

If you average up all these factors, you will find the January 
index of business, seasonably adjusted, about 69.4 per cent of 
normal (1923-25); February, 69.7, and March, 70, 


This could hardly be called going backward. 

DIAGNOSIS It does not mean that the existing business situa- 

tion would justify asking the boss for a raise. Es- 
sentially, we are today just about at the level of March, last year. 
The prospects for the next few months are not inspiring in view 
of the bulge in production at the turn of the year. This bulge will 
undoubtedly be taken out of the spring figures and may force a 
contigued shrinkage in production generally. 

But it does mean that the averaged troubles of steel, machinery, 
transportation, equipment, lumber, metals, glass, brick, autos, have 
obscured the fairly good averaged encouragements of textiles, to- 
bacco, leather, shoes, food, paper, chemicals, rubber. 

Employment in the first group averaged only 69.3 per cent of 
normal in the official February figures; while employment in the 
second group was 94.1. In other words, the non-durables are with- 
in 6 per cent of their employment during 1923-25.

PRODUCTION eit is true there have been few increases in any 
major lines of production lately. 

Steel was unchanged in February, but will be down in March. 
The automobile demand for steel has eased up. Rails are not buy- 
ing and building construction is not using much. The average of 
steel production for March will be about 47 or 48 per cent. The 
trend will continue slightly downward. 

Textiles suffered a contra-seasonal decline in February and 
March. The break in cotton prices had something to do with it. 
Lumber is down, due to high stocking and low demand (building 
again). Cement is up a little, shoes unchanged, and tobacco down. 


AUTOMOBILES Automobile production is being strung out 
more than expected. The February production 
was slightly more than seasonal, but, in one week of March, pro- 
duction went over 100,000 cars. This is more than any week of 
1934. However, the final figure for March will probably not be 
more than seasonally expected. 
Three lines of cars have been unable to meet their market de- 
mands so far, although Ford is now supposed to be caught up. 


EMPLOYMENT-WAGES You may have wondered how fac- 
tory pay rolls could increase while 
production was falling. The answer is that the employment and 
pay roll figures cover a much wider range of small industries than 
the production figure, which is heavily weighted with steel, autos, 
textiles, etc. This is further evidence that there is some other 
manufacturing in the country outside the big industries. 


NOTES Car loadings are running better because of demand for 

bituminous coal. Some consumers have been stocking 
up, fearing a strike when the wage agreement expires shortly, al- 
though the best authorities here do not expect a strike to ma- 
terialize. 


Easter comes later this year. The store sales figure undoubt- 
edly reflects early Easter buying. 


There is nothing to be said about building. All the billions of 
dollars of New Deal pump-priming have not even loosened the

ing tax on meat, on bread and on 
clothing; but the Secretary of Agri- 
culture says that if the present price 
of cotton continues, the processing 
tax is much more likely torbe raised. 
He also says that the processing tax 
does not affect the consumption of 
cotton and is not responsible for 
the condition of cotton and all of its 
allied industries, especially the textile

The senator asserted that while the 
processing tax might not be the sole 
cause of the trouble which cotton is 
now experiencing, or the sole cause 
of th) difficulties of textile mills, the 
processing tax is a factor and an all- 
important factor.

“If I were ever inclined to extend 
the power given under the AAA to 
those in charge of its administration, 
I should stop now, when in the face 
of a prostrate industry which, under 
the combined effect of recovery pro- 
grams—I am speaking now of raw 
cotton—has lost its foreign customers, 
has only one friend left, and that is 
the American cotton spinner, and 
when that spinner is prostrate upon 
his back, with mills closing in the east 
and in the south, with an enormous

Governor Talmadge Thursday 
signed a bill regulating hunting 
in this state. 

It fixes $12.50 as the state 
license fee for non-residents and 
$5 as the county fee, and makes 
it unlawful for any person to 
kill or trap female deer for two 
years from today. 


Further it authorizes the game 
and fish commissioner to close 
or extend the deer season for 
prepagation of the game in Geor- 
gia, and he may regulate hunt- 
ing seasons for shooting doves. 
Another provision makes it un- 
lawful for a person to hunt or 
kill any game within one-half 
mile of a flooded stream. 

Neither can any individual kill 
more than 15 quail in one day.

Heaviest Losers.

Rubber 5s at 92. The Associated 
Press averages for 19 industrials gain- 
ed 3 of a point at 92.6, and 10 utili- 
ties averaged .2 of a point higher at 
87.4, 

United States governments were less 
active and in all save a few issues, 
closing prices were from 2-32ds to 
around 6-32ds lower. The new trens- 
ury 27-83 which were given in ex- 
change for the called 41-4 Liberties, 
were the most active and ended 2-32ds 
lower at 101.3. 

The foreign section was upset by 
action of the Belgian government in 
taking such measures as are believed 
to make devaluation of her currency 
a certainty.

back to a rise of 7 cents. 

Uneasiness over results of Anglo- 
German political conferences tended 
to increase bearish sentiment, and so, 
too, did cotton market weakness, Bears 
in wheat laid stress also on an author- 
itative unofficial estimate that Kan- 
sas would raise 85,440,000 bushels of 
wheat this season, if normal weather 
conditions prevailed from now until 
harvest. The total contrasted with 
about 80,000,000 bushels Kansas pro- 
duced iast year, and would be much 
enlarged if decidedly favorable weath- 
er hereafter formed the rule. 

Corn and oats took their cue from 
wheat and rye.

Railroad Union Men — 
To Get Pay Increase 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—(?)—}| 


Railroad union men will receive an 
,000,000 wage increase next Mon- 


ay. 

At that time the pay of railroad 
workers will be restored to the 1931 
level, putting into effect a return of 
the last five per cent of a ten per 
cent cut in 1932. 

A year ago the Railroad Brother- 
hood and the Standard Railroad 
Unions in negotiations with the man- 
agement of the railroads obtained an 
agreement for gradual restoration of 
the old wage scale. One-fourth of the 
cut was restored last July and one- 
fourth on January 1. 

_ The agreement provides that no no- 

tice of any change in the wage scale 
shall be given for at least a month 
after the restoration but there al- 
ready have been unconfirmed rumors 
that railroad management will en- 
deavor to have the wage scale reduced 
again. Such notice would, however, 
not be given before May or June.
